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SUBMARINE AND “AERIAL WARSHIPS. 


t Ri 


Mello; is described in a late issue of La Marine Francaise, and is stated to 
possess a number of features not to be found in boats hitherto construeted. 

It has a length of seventy-two feet, a diameter of eleven feet two inehes, 
and a displacement when submerged of one hundred tons. Power is’ fur- 
nished by a motor working from accumulators, which drive a pair of 
screws and give a speed of six knots, maintainable for fourteen hours. 
The boat is submerged by introducing water ballast: into reservoirs, and 
by horizontal propellers, its perfect stability under all conditions being 
ensured by a special arrangement. When submerged, direct communica- 
tion is kept with the outer air by means of a long hose; which admits 
forty cubic metres of air per hour, and allows of the free respiration of 
natural air. The dome is furnished with an optical tube sixteen‘ and a 
half feet long, and slightly over four inches in diameter, within which a 
set of mirrors reflect the image of the object to be observed, and magnify 
it before it meets the eye of the observer. This apparatus is so arranged 
that: it allows of measurements being taken within certain limits with 
sufficient accuracy. The armament consists of four large electric control: 
able Nordenfeldt torpedoes, capable of holding a charge of from two hun- 

dred and sixty to five hundred and thirty pounds, and having a radius of 
- action of some four thousand yards. ‘The boat is intended exclusively for 
coast defense, and to be anchored under water where, with its observation 
babe 10 would bave an offensive radius of ‘action extending bver four 
thousand yards i in every direction.
